1, ‘The preliminary negotintions leading up to the formation of the eastern German 
govermiont on 7 October 1949 were ao follows: Anbassador V.5, Semenov and 
K.I. Koval, the political end economir advisers, respectively, to General Chuikov, 
returned from Moscow about 23 Septenkur. On the evening of 25 Septenber a 
neeting of the SED Politthro was hold at Wilheln Pieck's house, after which 
Semenov visited Pieck. On the aftern:on of 30 September, Pieck and Walter 
Ulbricht made arrangements to clear ti: building of the former Prussian Landtag 
ef DUK offices, the move to be comple :2d by 30 October. During the evoning of 
30 September, Ambassador Semenov helé a conference with leaders of the bourgeois 
parties, On the following norning a] available vehicles of the DWK were 
dispatched to factories at verious pices in the Russian Zone to requisition 
office furniture and carpets. .
